A couple of weeks ago I told in this column 
about the experiment of Ralph Borsodi, author 
of “This Ugly Civilization” ond “Flight From 
the City” in establishing himself and family 
upon a self-supporting farm outside New York 
City. They raise nothing to sell, but appear to 
have entrenched themselves against Old Man 
Depression, They are esconsed in a beautiful 
stone residence with all modern conveniences 
and equipment, living on the fat of the land. 
They have revived the art of weaving. The 
buiildings include a printing shop for Ralph as 
well as a loom room and an open air swimming 
pool, 

Mr. Borsodi is a professional economist, 
which makes his pioneering in the self-subsis- 
tence farm movement doubly valuable, for he 
has kept records and operated his place on an 
approved cost-accountancy system, It was the 
discovery that he and his wife could put up 
tomatoes for winter use more cheaply than 
they could buy the canned variety that started 
the self-subsistence farm movement. 


Recently the Borsodi ideas have been ap- 
plied on a generous scale to solving the prob- 
lem of the unemployed and destitute workman. 
A Homestead Union has been organized by so- 
cial workers in the city of Dayton, Ohio, which 
is now engaged in settling 800 families number- 
ing 4009 men, women and children upon self- 
subsistence homesteads of three acres each 
within easy reach of the city. It is hoped to 
extend the Homestead Unit idea to cover fifty 
Homestead Units to include from 1750 to 2000 
families. The estimated cost is $2,495,330. Appli- 
cation is being made to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation for a loan of $2,500,000 for 
this purpose.

How Frank Conradson (Franz 
Conrad Bjur), tried to bribe hin 
with his farm and “all he possess 
ed” while he sobbingly pleaded with 
the policeman to “forget it", was re- 
lated by Detective Sergeant T W 
Symon RC.MP., in the court 
house here before Magistrate Rob- 
ert Young on Thursday afternoor 
in the closing stages of the prelin 
inary hearing of the aged Buck 
Creek settler on a charge of mut 
dering Carl Anderson, Buck Creek 
storekeeper, on November 15. Con 
radson, whose son, Ed, was com 
mitted on an identical charge ear- 
lier in the day, was also committed 
to stand trial at Wetaskiwin at the 
next criminal sessions there 

The old homesteader took it hard, 
leaning heavily against the side ot 
the dock and nervously twisting his 
cap in his clenched hands while 
the magistrate pronounced the for- 
mula of committal 

The testimony of Sergeant Sy- 
mons indicated that old Conradson 
had talked more frankly to him 
than he did to Inspector Tucker 

Detective Sergeant Symons stoic 
ally related how the old hnome- 
teader had sent for him and told 
him a long story of his unhappy 
life and the trouble he had suffered 
as a result of his wife leaving him 
for Anderson 

Then, with his story halted at in- 
tervals with sobs and wild tears, 
Conradson went on to tell of how 
the son, Ed., had fired the fatal 
shot into the sleeping homesteader
